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TRADE    BY    COUNTRY 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce  announced  today  that  the  decline  in  exports 
of  domestic  and  foreign  merchandise,  including  Special  Category  Commodities,  from  $1,164-. 0  million 
in  June  to  $1,015.2  million  in  July  reflected  decreased  exports  to  all  areas.  Meanwhile,  the  drop 
in  general  imports  from  $860.2  to  $836.0  million  was  primarily  the  result  of  lower  imports  from 
all  continents  except  South  America.  From  June  to  July,  exports  to  Western  Europe  declined  from 
$357.1  to  $288.1  million  and  exports  to  the  Latin  American  Republics  decreased  from  $270.0  to 
$263.9  million.  During  the  same  period,  imports  from  Western  Europe  decreased  from  $155.5  to 
$152.8  million,  while  imports  from  the  Latin  American  Republics  advanced  from  $238.0  to  $268.7  mil- 
lion. 

EXPORTS,  EXCLUDING  SPECIAL  CATEGORY  COMMODITIES 

From  June  to  July,  the  decline  in  exports,  excluding  Special  Category  Commodities,  from 
$1,005.0  to  $834.9  million  reflected  decreased  exports  to  all  continents.  Exports  to  O.E.E.C. 
countries  fell  from  $238.7  to  $166.3  million  and  exports  to  the  Latin  American  Republic  dropped 
from  $258.8  to  $253.8  million.  Exports  to  Europe  showed  the  largest  decrease  from  June  to  July 
by  falling  from  $250.8  to  $174.0  million.  Noticeable  decreases  occurred  in  exports  to  many  of  the 
countries  of  this  continent  with  the  largest  declines  occuring  in  exports  to  Italy,  which  dropped 
from  $49.5  to  $19.3  million;  France  which  fell  from  $28.1  to  $16.9  million;  and  the  United  Kingdom, 
which  decreased  from  $41.8  to  32.7  million.  The  decline  in  exports  to  Asia  from  $170 . 4  to  $132 . 1 
million  reflected  lower  exports  to  Japan  from  $56.0  to  $34.1  million  and  India  from  $24.4  to  $14.9 
million.  Exports  to  North  America  decreased  from  $386.5  million  in  June  to  $349.0  million  in 
July,  primarily  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in  exports  to  Canada  from  $249.1  to  $210.0  million. 
Meanwhile,  exports  to  Africa  decreased  from  $44-. 1  to  $34.4  million  with  exports  to  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  which  fell  from  $17.7  to  $13.2  million,  showing  the  most  noticeable  change.  From 
June  to  July,  exports  to  South  America  declined  from  $139.1  to  $131.6  million  and  exports  to 
Australia  and  Oceania  registered  a  small  decrease  from  $15.1  to  $13.8  million. 

IMPORTS 

Imports  from  North  America  declined  from  $318.0  million  in  June  to  $290.8  million  in  July, 
with  imports  from  Canada,  which  dropped  from  $210.4  to  $190.8  million,  and  Mexico,  which  fell  from 
$30.8  to  $25.8  million,  showing  the  most  important  decreases  in  imports  from  the  individual 
countries  of  this  continent.  Meanwhile,  imports  from  Asia  decreased  from  $160.1  to  $139.6  million 
relfecting  lower  imports  from  British  Malaya  from  $32.9  to  $21.0  million  and  Indonesia  from  $29.1 
to  $18.9  million.  From  June  to  July,  the  decline  in  imports  from  Africa  from  $54-. 1  to  $47.2  mil- 
lion was  largely  *g  a  result  of  a  decline  in  imports  from  Nigeria  from  $9.5  to  $4.6  million. 
During  the  same  period,  imports  from  Australia  and  Oceania  declined  from  $21.2  to  $17.5  million 
and  imports  from  Europe  decreased  slightly  from  $15Q.9  to  $156.8  million. 

Imports  from  South  America  rose  from  $146.9  to  $184.2  million.  This  increase  was  due 
principally. to  advances  in  imports  from  Bolivia  from  $2.5  to  $13.1  million,  Chile  from  $13.1  to 
$22.5  million  and  Colombia  from  $24.2  to  $33.2  million. 

Country  of  destination  detail  is  not  reported  in  export  statistics  for  Special  Category  Com- 
modities beginning  July  1950,  for  security  reasons.  For  certain  areas,  export  totals  include 
Special  Categories,  as  mentioned  in  the  text  above  and  as  shown  at  the  beginning  of  the  table  on 
page  3.  Export  figures  for  other  areas  and  countries  represent  total  exports  less  exports  of 
Special  Category  commodities.  See  January  1952  issue  of  Foreign  Trade  Statistics  Notes  for 
further  explanation  and  list  of  Special  Category  commodities^
